Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the following main issues; detection of a person's 
presence within a "user-adjustable" distance of the metering display, and the use of a "fresnel lens" in the motion 
sensor. The Examiner pointed out that Given et al. teach the capability for an user to adjust the sensitivity level of an IR 
sensor's output at col. 7, lines 49-50. However, the Examiner agrees that while the applied art discloses the use of a 
lens as a focusing means for the motion sensor, none of the applied art explicitly indicates the lens to be a Fresnel 
lens. Accordingly, the previous finality will be withdrawn, and a new office action will follow in response to the 
Amendment A, filed 1/26/04 .
